To him 
then the greatest accomplishment 
of his year's work Is probably 
that there wns a 10 per cent 
Increase In the amount of cotton 
picked—from C1.5 per cent In 1937 
to 71.7 per cent In 1938—and a 
corresponding drop In the per- 
centages snapped;

His figures show 24.4 per cent 
(napped, .3 per cent sledded, and

John is silent about tho

what of the old relationship be- 
tween Master and disciplos were 
re-established. Perhaps we 
have 


had too much conjecture con- 
cerning the unrecorded life of Je- 
sus; Hall Calne's new "Life" Is a 
rather horrible example of what 
I mean. 


High point of the Interview wns 


the Master's colloquy with Simon 
Peter, who was fully re-establlah- 
ed after his black botrayal. How 
much love always has to forgive! 
The whole meaning of the dia- 
logue Is lost In the English trans- 
lation. 
When Jesus said, "Simon, 
lov- 


est thou me more than these?" 
He used, as also In tho next ques- 
tion, the word "agape," 
which 
love in Us 
loftiest 
expression. 


Thus, the Now Testament says,

God. 
On Two Levels 


We all know what It

to 
speak on one piano and to be un- 
derstood only on another and low- 
er. So when Jesus asked Peter, 
"Agapest thou me?" the disciple 
answered, "Yea, Lord, Thou know- 
ost that I phlleo Thee"—using the 
lesser word for love whloh rep- 
resents one man's kindly senti- 
ments toward another, 
a 
mere 


human love. 
Searching out the depths 
of 
Peter, Jesus repeated His ques- 
tion, again using tho high and 
holy word, agape. And again Pe- 
ter answered with phlleo; in ef- 
fect, "I love you as one 
man 


loves another." Still he did not 
understand. 


Then, with characteristic conde- 


scension, Jesus came down 
to 
Peter's level, and used hla word, 
phileo—as If to say, "Do you even 
love me as one man loves 
an- 


other?" 
That out Peter to the 
heart-, 
"Peter was "rlevod," the record 
runs; and with- deepest humility 
he replied, "Lord, Thou kuowest 
all things; Thou knowest that I 
phlleo Thee." Perhaps, In his new- 
found humility, Peter 
was 
not 


willing to claim the higher form 
of love for himself.: Certainly ho 
later displayed it. At least he 
had thrice affirmed a love for the 
Lord whom he had thrice denied.

With keenest interest the other 
six disciples had listened to this 
dialogue. They did not miss the 
meaning of It all, whloh la that 
love IB proved by service. Most

are paid to the commission before \ 
midnight of January 30, they will 
not be credited against the em- 
ployers' federal tax. Mr. Fain 
was notified of this by Orvllle S. 
Carpenter, chairman

the commission. 
"This Is In accordance with the 


federal law under Title IX of tha 
social security act and is not a 
ruling of the commission," Mr. 
Fain said. 
"If the contributions are not re- 


ceived by the commission by this 
date, the employers must not only 
pay tho 2.7 per cent contribution 
to us, but they must also poy the 
federal excise tax In full." 
"^ 
Mr. Fain stressed the Import- 
ance of employers Including all 
salaries up to nnd Including De- 
cember as well as bonuses appll- 
cable for the year 1938 In the em- 
ployers' reports. 
Under the law, the state collects 
payroll taxes monthly and the fed- 
eral 
government 
collects 
them 
yearly. If an employer pays his 
state taxes before the federal tax- 
es are due, then he Is perlmtted 
to deduct the amount of taxes paid 
the state of Texas from the feder- 
al tax. This deduction .or credit 
Is allowed, however, only where 
the state tax has been paid before 
January 31.

Feed and water should be In 


:ho brooder house when the chicks 
arrive. A good practice to fol- 
low and one that will help to start 
the chicks eating and drinking, Is 
to dip the beaks In a little but- 
termilk or water as they are bo- 
Ing placed In tho brooder house 
Tho feed must contain the ncces 
sary ingredients to Insure proper 
development. For this reason a 
good starter mash Is recommend 
cd. The mash should be left be. 
fore the chicks. Grit and oyster 
shell of chick slzo should be kept 
in hoppers for the chicks when 
they want it. 


A good supply of green 
feet 


should be obtainable at all times 
during the growing period. 


Water Is a very Important par 


of the chicks' diet and shouli 
always be supplied fresh severa 
times a day. 
If tho water 
Is 


clean and pure enough for hu 
man consumption, then there is 
no need for adding any kind o 
disinfectant 
or 
tonic 
to 
tho 
water. 


Skim 
milk 
is 
excellent 
for 
chicks and should be 
supplied 


when available. Milk should never 
bo fed in metal containers. 


At tho ago of six weeks the 


cockerels and pullets should be 
separated. Tho cockerels 
shoulc 


be left in the brooder houso anc 
finished for market. The grow 
ing pulleta should be placed on 
clean range and supplied with 
green feed and shade. Pullets on 
range should bo given free choice 
of 
growing mash 
and 
all 
the 


grain they can consume. Tho pul 
lets should be left on the range 
until they are ready to lay then 
they should be transferred to a 
laying house. Quite 
often 
the 


poultryman finds his pullets ma 
turing too rapidly. In a case o 
this kind the protein content o 
the mash should be reduced. I 
is important that the pullets have 
a good layer of reserve fat a 
the tlmo she comes into lay. 
Mrs. Slonc continued by saying 
that a full egg basket should be 
tho aim of every poultry 
raise 


regardless of the size of the flock 
Inasmuch as eggs constitute the 
principal source of income from 
poultry. To secure high produc 
tion in the late summer, fall anc 
winter It is absolutely necessar; 
that the hens bo properly fed. A 
hen eats because she Is hungry 
and a good management practlc 
Is to keep ,her hungry and eating 
Feed serves two 
purposes.

STIMULATING FERTILIZERS ARE 


BAD FOR ROSES IN SOUTHWEST 


WHERE WINTERS NOT SEVERE 


By V. S. HILLOCK, 
Bose Originator. 


ARLINGTON, 
Jan. 
26.—(IP)— 
The first and constant considera- 
tion the first summer after 
a 
rose bed or garden 
has 
been 
planted should be the proper re- 
establishing of the plants. 


No stimulating fertilizers should 


be applied. 
Stimulation Insures 


soft wood and soft foliage, Invit- 
ing disaster if adverse conditions 
arise. 


In tho extreme north, where the 
rose winter—kills frequently, some 
justification exists for stimulation 
upon the theory that all possible 
should be gotten out of the plant 
before winter sets it. 
The Southwest Is another mat- 
ter. Hero, in addition to other 
virtues, reasonable longevity 
is 


desired and sought. The first re- 
quirement of a worthwhile rose In 
the Southwest Is an ability to re- 
cover In full from the effects of 
a late spring freeze. 


At times when spring comes In 


winter, and winter roars 
back 


with fury 'In springtime, It is just 
too bad for a rose plant that 
has spent the previous summer on 
a hilarious 
jag 
of 
stimulating 


fertilizers. 
Rose 
wood 
of 
the 


finest texture Is none too good 
under such punishment. 


The second requirement of a 


good rose In tho Southwest is a 
foliage able to function In rea- 
sonable degree In heat. Stimula- 
tion, the handmaiden to adversi- 
ty, produces a soft foliage with 
reduced resistance to damage by 
heat. 


The rose should be stimulated 


In tho Southwest only under pe- 
culiar circumstances 
and 
per- 


scrlptlon will be given later. 
Roses respond quickly to culti- 


vation after every rain and ev- 
ery watering during the spring 
and summer. 
It Is not wise to water a rose 


garden In early spring If there 
IB rainfall 
every week 
or 
ten 


days, but should be watered only 
when a rain is overdue. 
They 


should then be watered 
heavily, 


the soil being thoroughly soaked. 
No benefit can arlso from wetting 
the foliage and black-spot may 
thereby be aided. 
Sprays such as Bordeaux mix- 
ture, trlogen, etc., and dusting

Vast numbers of newly plant- 


ed roses are destroyed during the 
first 
summer 
after 
planting 


through unwise cutting. 


The extent to which the roo1 


system is re-established Is direct 
ly dependent upon the volume of 
the foliage. If the foliage Is re 
moved from a plant as rapidly 
ns it is developed and carried In 
to tho house, the plant Is 
left 


without adequate means of tak- 
ing required food elements from 
tho air and is kept without an 
adequate 
digestive 
organ. 
No 


rose plant, crippled through trans- 
planting, ever got well through 
having Its stomach used to dec- 
orate a mantel. 


Every 
newly 
planted 
rose 


should be permitted to retain all 
of Its follago blooms until Au- 
gust. 
Under 
normal 
circum- 


stances It should have developed 
to such extent, root and branch 
by August that the fall produc- 
tion will be In such volume as 
to permit cutting without unwise 
defoliation that would have been 
possible had the plant been cut 
hard all summer with' attendant, 
constant defoliation.

CASE EXPECTED BE IN HANDS 
OF JURY AT SWEETWATER

SWEETWATER, Jan. 25.—W—

counsel rested its case without 
use of a single witness today as 
the Mexican farmhand's trial on 
charges of slaying a Miles county 
farm couple hurried toward Jury 
deliberation. 
The defense rested immediately 
after state's attorneys completed 
testimony. 
Judge John F. Sutton prepared 
a brief charge, instructing the jury 
on questions of murder with mal- 
ice, murder without malice and 
circumstantial evidence. 
Arguments were expected to be 


completed and the case In the 
jury room before nightfall. 
The farmhand, accused of hill- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. Paul Kennedy, 
bludgeoning two of their children 
with an axe and abducting Wllma, 
16-year old daughter In his flight 
to Austin, sat motionless. 
Dr. J. H. Henderson of Miles 
testified he examined Imogene, 10, 
and Faye, 4, daughters of the Ken- 
nedy couple, at their homo Dec. 
17, two days after the slaylngs. 
The children were still uncon- 
scious, ho testified. 
Paul Blair, Austin deputy sher- 


iff, 
describing Salazar's arrest; 
Jim White, San Angela deputy, 
told of finding a bloody axe at the 
Kennedy nome, and O. E. Blan- 
deau, San Angela fingerprint ex- 
port, told of examining the axe. 
Wllma Kennedy was recalled to 
the stand to identify a pocket- 
book which Deputy Blair said he 
took from Salazar upon his arrest. 
She testified it belonged to her 
father. 
Looked Straight at Witness. 
Salazar looked straight at 16- 


year-old Wllma Kennedy yester- 
day as she testified she heard a 
shot fired, then her mother's call 
after the family had retired on 
tho night of the slaying. 
As she ran 
to her mother's 


room, she was seized by someone 
with a gun In his hand. 
"He said 'shut up, or I'll 
kill 


you,' and i recognized Salazar by 
his voice" the girl said. 
She testified Salazar 
dragged 
her to the garage 200 yards from 
the house, where her wrists and 
ankles were bound. He returnd to 
the house for his hat, gun and her 
clothes. 


Wllma, under cross-examination, 


said Salazar boarded with the Ken- 
nedy family part of the time

The glass he said Is spun like

pers in the use of waterways in

ties

provements on those rivers and 
Harbors. 


He said 97,000,000 tons of com- 


merce had been borne along Tex-

navigation 
facilities

$1 per ton over what rail freight 
rates would have been. He quot- 
ed' records showing army engin- 
eers had expended in the past 
about $100,000,000 on those same 
facilities.

commerce on Texas

in 193S had Increased to approxi- 
mately 130,000,000 tons. (Oil ac- 
counts for .a great share of the 
Texas water-borne commerce.) 


Miller quoted figures concern- 


Ing shipment of cotton from Cor- 
pus Christ! to substantiate 
his 


contention of the economy to be 
had in water transportation. 


He declared that 
from 1936, 


when harbor facilities were es- 
tablished at Corpus Chrlstl, until 
1937, 
a, total of 4,800,000 bales of 


cotton was loaded on water car- 
riers In the city for transport to 
distant points. 
Formerly all cot- 


ton from that area had .to be 
moved by rail to Galveston for 
loading on a water carrier,

said, and recalled that after all 
comparable loading, handling and 
storage and the like were assessed 
there was a net saving of $3 per 
bale.
